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Guards allegedly broke teen’s arm 


Lawsuit alleges 16-year-old left naked 
in cell for hours at Lincoln Hills

MADISON - Federal prosecutors are 
investigating an incident in which pris- 
on guards allegedly stormed into a dis- 
ruptive 16-year-old inmate’s cell, broke 
his arm, strip searched him, left him na- 
ked for hours and didn’t get him to a 
doctor for more than a week. 

Details of the March 2014 encounter 


at Lincoln Hills School for Boys emerged 
in interviews with the inmate and his 
mother, state records and a civil rights 
lawsuit the inmate filed last month, just 
after prosecutors notified two former 
guards they could be indicted. 

“I told him, “You’re breaking my arm, 
you're breaking my arm, and he kept 
pulling it harder,” Jacob Bailey said of 
his treatment from one guard. 

The Lincoln County Sheriff’s Office 


and prison officials reviewed the inci- 
dent at the time and determined little 
had gone wrong. Federal prosecutors 
are taking a different view. 

Bailey, who is now 20 and held at 
Stanley Correctional Institution for car 
theft and drug delivery, testified before 
a grand jury in Madison last summer as 
part of a sweeping probe into inmate 
abuse at the juvenile prison north of 
Wausau. 

Gov. Scott Walker last week an- 
nounced plans to close the prison as a 
juvenile facility if re-elected this fall. 

In 2014, Bailey was sent to Lincoln 
Hills after he got ina fight at a treatment 


center, he said. He was angry he was 
sent there — it was his second time 
there — and he kicked and banged on 
his door, he said. 

Prison records state he also blocked 
the camera in his room. 

Guards told him he would need ice. 
When he asked why, they said he would 
need it to soothe his wounds, Bailey said 
in the interview and his lawsuit. 

The guards charged into his room 
and brought him to his hands and 
knees. Officers James Johnson and 
John Wienandt twisted his arms behind

Alishia Evans, the Milwaukee wom- 
an who was conned by a bogus landlord 
and then bounced by police from the 
home she thought she 
would be renting, is re- 
ceiving a financial settle- 
ment from Freddie Mac, 
the giant mortgage agen- 
cy that owned the house. 

Prior to the settlement 
being reached, sources 
said it would likely be in 
the neighborhood of $18,000 — the 
same amount Evans is seeking from the 
city. Terms of the settlement are confi- 
dential and both sides declined to com- 
ment on them Tuesday. 

The settlement is in addition to an 
outpouring of community support to 
Evans, who was pregnant with twins 
when she was ticketed for trespassing 
and tossed out of the house where she 
briefly lived with her fiancé and two 
young children. She has since given 
birth to twin daughters, who are nearly 
3 months old. 

“It was really awesome,” Evans, 32, 
said of the gifts and cash she received 
from the community. Evans spent part 
of last summer sleeping in a car after all 
of her belongings were tossed onto the 
curbside and quickly stolen. 

“People were very, very generous,” 
said Julie Armour of Shorewood, a re- 
tired school teacher who collected a va- 
riety of donated goods for Evans after
